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No figures about influx of Dutch businesses 



THE HAGUE—The new statuses 
for the BES islands Bonaire, 
St. Eustatius and Saba have the 
attention of the Dutch private sector 
without a doubt, but there are as yet 


no figures projecting the possible 
influx of Dutch real estate agents, 
project developers and food and 
beverage entrepreneurs. 

Dutch State Secretary for Kingdom 


Relations Ank Bijleveld-Schouten 
said this in response to questions 
posed by Member of the Dutch 
Parliament Hero Brinkman of Party 
for Freedom PW. Brinkman had 
sought clarity on media reports that 
the Dutch real estate “underworld” 
was “descending” on Bonaire. 
Bijleveld-Schouten said Wednesday 
that she didn’t have information 
about a growing number of Dutch 
companies heading to the BES 
islands, as the registration of such 
data was an authority of the Central 
Government of the Netherlands 
Antilles. 

She said Bonaire’s physical 
planning had her attention and 
that of the local government. A 
preparatory decree that prevents 
“undesired development” has 
become effective. Zoning plans are 
being drawn up, financed through 
the Social Economic Initiative 
(SEI) and with Dutch technical 


assistance. 

Referring to a question by 
Brinkman about selling property to 
Dutch businesspeople by “corrupt 
Bonaire politicians,” the State 
Secretary said the General Audit 
Chamber had determined in May 
that Bonaire’s previous Executive 
Council had granted land in long 
lease against the principles of good 
governance. 

It is the task of the Antillean 
Prosecutor’s Office to investigate 
suspicions of corruption and, if 
there are well-founded reasons, to 
prosecute, she explained. 

If there is reason for a new 
investigation after the transition date 
of October 2010, the Prosecutor’s 
Office of Bonaire, St. Eustatius 
and Saba will be in charge. The 
State Secretary said that if she 
had concrete information about 
corruption, she would pass it on to 
the Prosecutor’s Office. □

MUMBAI: Reliance

The 
Ruia’s run Essar also brought 
a 50% stake in Kenya’s oldest 
oil refinery in Mombassa for 
an undisclosed amount, even 
as one of Reliance’s unit in 
Europe went bankrupt. 


and petrochemical products 
has fallen more sharply 
than most other areas of the 
world.”

Valero Energy, which operates

“Be it refineries or 
petrochemical units, they 
are available dirt cheap due 
to falling demand,” said an 
equity analyst with a Mumbai- 
based brokerage firm. “Most 
of US and European refiners 
and chemical firms have 
been looking to sell domestic 
refineries as demand for fuels 


“The company is not 
necessarily willing to sell 
any refineries, but strategic 
alternatives would include 
possible refinery or unit 
shutdowns to contend with 
crushed demand in the 
recession,” an international 
newswire quoted last week 
Valero’s spokesman Bill Day 
as saying. Sunoco, which 
shuttered it 100,000 bpd Eagle 
Point refinery in the US due to 
falling demand, plans to sell 
its chemical business. 

“We don’t see it getting better 
any time quickly,” chief 
executive Lynn Elsenhans 
told analysts on a conference 
call recently. It would decide 
on the fate of its chemicals 
business later this year as it 
examines the bids, she had 
said. □

GEBE cuts power at Festival Village 

~ Roy calls move unfair, embarrassing ~ 


PHILIPSBURG-St. Maarten’s Festival 
Village was without electricity for 
two days after utility company GEBE 
disconnected power to the facility for 
a long-outstanding unpaid bill. After 
intervention by GEBE’s Supervisory 
Board, electricity was reconnected after 
8:00pm Wednesday, but no indication 
was given whether payment had been 
made or whether a compromise had been 
reached. 

According to well-placed and reliable 
sources, GEBE claims that St. Maarten 
Carnival Development Foundation 
(SCDF) has an outstanding bill of 
approximately NAf. 60,000 that 
dates back some two years. GEBE 
reportedly had informed Stichting 
Overheids Gebouwen (SOG), the entity 
that currently manages the Festival 
Village, that the electricity would not be 
reconnected if the outstanding bill was 
not paid. 

SOG officials said GEBE had been 
informed during the upgrading of the 
Festival Village thatanybills accumulated 
at the Village prior to its reconstruction 
would remain the responsibility of SCDF 
and the Island Government. 

Outstanding amounts for electricity have 
never been an issue for the Carnival 
Foundation or for government, as these 


were written off by former GEBE 
management headed by former managing 
director Julius Lambert as donations to 
Carnival. 

Previous and current Carnival boards 
have unsuccessfully sought meetings 
with current GEBE Managing Director 
William Brooks to ascertain if he intends 
to continue the practice of writing off 
electricity cost for the Carnival season. 
SCDF officials said they had never been 
granted an audience with Brooks. 

With no electricity at the venue, SOG 
and Heineken could not start preparing 
the Village for the Heineken Green 
Synergy event this Saturday. With the 
prospect of a potentially embarrassing 
international incident looming, DP Island 
Councilman Roy Marlin stepped into the 
fray on Wednesday and called on GEBE 
management to do the right thing for 
St. Maarten and spare the island further 
embarrassment. 

Marlin said GEBE should maintain the 
practice of its former managing director 
by donating or writing off the SCDF 
electricity bill after every Carnival 
season. 

“This was GEBE’s contribution to the 
Carnival Foundation. Management 
knows that the Carnival Foundation does 
not have that kind of money. Why not just 


give back to the foundation? GEBE also 
benefits during Carnival season with a 
spike in electricity usage,” Marlin said. 
He said he could not understand how 
SOG was going to be held responsible 
for an outstanding amount that had been 
accumulated during Carnival, “and 
it’s not even Carnival now. It is totally 
unfair to SCDF and SOG. We have an 
international event coming up with 
international artists, corporate sponsors 
have committed funds, and you cut off 
electricity now? 

“If Management refuses to write off 
SCDF’s debt, management of GEBE 
should at least find a more flexible way 
for the foundation to pay it, maybe over 
a two-year term. But this sort of action is 
totally unfair,” Marlin said. 

When contacted for comment, GEBE’s 
Commercial Manager Steve Duzanson 
said, “Normally the installation used to 
be disabled between major events, at the 
request of the promoter or organiser, the 
logic being that one organiser could then 
allocate all expenses of the event to the 
event’s budget. The use of electricity for 
an event has to be charged to the event’s 
organiser. After the event, GEBE would 
disable the installation until a new request 
had been submitted for reactivation.” 
That explanation, however, was 


pertinent to the old Carnival Village 
which was built from plywood and had 
to be enclosed with containers whenever 
a concert was scheduled to be held there. 
In that scenario, GEBE had to connect 
and disconnect following each concert. 
The Festival Village, with its permanent 
concrete booths, eliminated the need 
for this practice. Since its inception, 
electricity has always been connected, on 
a constant basis, following every event, 
and has never been an issue with GEBE 
until Tuesday. Users of the Village do 
not pay SOG; payments go to the Island 
Receiver. 

The Village is a government-run facility, 
and as such, government is responsible 
for its cost, including electricity. SOG 
also maintains a year-round office at the 
facility. SOG officials said they were 
having a hard time understanding that 
GEBE did not know this after the Village 
has been around and hosting events for 
three years. 

Duzanson added: “In this case I am not 
sure who is responsible for this event: 
Island Government, Festival Village, 
SCDF or Heineken? Nevertheless, once 
we receive confirmation in writing, we 
will comply with the request. That is 
what has happened and we will proceed 
accordingly.” Q 
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AP Asks If Obama Is

Sidoti is forced to admit later in the piece that she has no 
empirical support for her claim: 

While Obama has been criticized for being too visible, AP-GfK 
surveys in the spring and summer found that most people say he 
is on TV about the right amount. 

If the “political” hook is that all this might matter because voters 
want different prime time programming, that’s wrong, too. 
Note that we only “know” this because pollsters are spending 
money to ask whether The President is on TV too much. (On 
the list of frivolous things that get too much airtime, the federal 
government and leader of the free world are near the bottom.) 
And then, just to round out the media madness, one of Nyhan’s 
commenters did a little research and found the same A.P. reporter 
wrote an article last month about Obama failing to articulate his 
vision to the public. How obnoxious. 

[N]o one seems to know what the president seeks [on health 
care]...”I don’t know what he wants to do,” says Phil Axworthy, 
a Pittsburgh software developer. A failure of leadership? Or 
simply a failure to communicate? 

Are those things the same when a complicated issue is so 
important to so many? And if a president can’t articulate his 
vision on something so sprawling and all-encompassing, how 
can he lead? Q

South benefits from stimulus 
construction boost

WASHINGTON - U.S. businesses reported creating or saving 
more than 30,000 jobs in the first months of President Barack 
Obama’s stimulus program, with military construction leading 
the way and states in the South and Southwest seeing the biggest 
boost, according to a government oversight board. 

The numbers in its report, released Thursday, are based on jobs 
linked to less than $16 billion in federal contracts and represent 
just a sliver of the $787 billion stimulus package. But they offer 
the first hard data on the early effects of the program. Until now, 
the White House has relied on economic models to argue that 
the program created jobs and eased the recession. Critics point 
to rising unemployment to argue it wasn’t worth the cost. 
Obama has set a goal of creating or saving 3.5 million jobs by the 
end of next year. The construction industry had the strongest job 
numbers in Thursday’s report, accounting for about a third of the 
jobs thanks to contracts to repair military bases. Environmental 
jobs also provided a big boost. The contractor in charge of 
cleaning the nation’s most contaminated nuclear site said nearly 
2,200 jobs had been created in southwest Washington state. 
Colorado posted the largest increase of any state, more than 
4,700 jobs, largely thanks to a contract to set up a call center 
to field questions about a change to digital cable. California, 
Florida, Tennessee and Texas also showed strong gains 
New England fared poorly, with fewer than 750 jobs reported 
across the region. Rhode Island, which has the third-highest 
unemployment rate in the country, reported the weakest job 
numbers, both overall and per capita. Businesses there reported 
creating about six jobs. 

Broader numbers on local stimulus spending, for everything 
from repairing public housing and building schools to repaving 
highways and keeping teachers off the unemployment lines, 
won’t be available until late this month.

JPMorgan helped set a high 
bar for banks, and investors 
didn’t like as much what 
they heard Thursday from 
rivals Goldman Sachs and 
Citigroup. 

Oil soared $2.40 to $77.58 
a barrel as refiners slashed 
production. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average is up 47 at 10,063. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index is up 5 at 1,097. The 
Nasdaq composite index is up 
1 at 2,173. 

Advancing stocks narrowly 
outpaced those that fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 1.4 
billion shares, about the same 
as Wednesday.

NEW YORK (AP) 
Investors held off making 
big moves after earnings 
reports from Goldman Sachs 
Group Inc. and Citigroup 
Inc. brought reminders of the 
troubles banks still face. 
Stocks zigzagged Thursday 
afternoon, a day after major 
indexes vaulted to their highest 
levels in a year on strong 
profit reports from JPMorgan 
Chase & Co. and Intel Corp. 
The Dow Jones industrials 
wavered around the 10,000 
level, having pierced through 
the psychological barrier the 
day before for the first time 
since last October. 

A jump in oil lifted energy 
stocks, which buffered some 
of losses in financial stocks. 


JPMorgan helped set a 
high bar for bank earnings, 
and investors didn’t like as 
much what they heard from 
rivals Goldman Sachs and 
Citigroup. Goldman’s net 
income of $3.19 billion beat 
expectations on strong trading 
profits, but its stock fell on 
disappointment over a sharp 
fall in investment banking 
revenues. Citigroup reported a 
slightly smaller loss per share 
than expected but said credit 
losses remain high. 

Investors drew some comfort 
from government reports that 
new unemployment claims 
fell more than expected last 
week and that manufacturing 
activity in the New York 
region has improved. 

“Things are going in the right 
direction but the fundamental 
economic improvement is 
slow,” said Robert Dye, senior 
economist at PNC Financial 
Services Group. “The tendency 
is for the markets to get ahead 
of themselves and have to be 
rebalanced periodically.” 

The day’s moves were modest, 
and traders weren’t alarmed to 
see some consolidation the day 
after such a strong rally. Major 
stock indexes have rocketed 
off of 12-year lows in March 


but remain well below the 
highs of two years ago. 

Seeing the Dow Jones 
industrials at five digits for the 
first time in a year could spook 
some traders who worry that 
stocks have been too quick 
to rebound. Others say that 
skepticism is a signal that the 
market will continue to defy 
expectations and advance. 
Analysts expect corporate 
earnings reports will shape 
trading for the next several 
weeks. Google Inc., IBM 
Corp. and chip maker 
Advanced Micro Devices are 
slated to report results after the 
closing bell. With big numbers 
from technology companies 
imminent, traders didn’t make 
big moves. 

In late afternoon trading, the 
Dow rose 4.69, or 0.1 percent, 
to 10,020.55. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index rose 
0.35, or less than 0.1 percent, 
to 1,092.37. The Nasdaq 
composite index fell 4.26, or 
0.2 percent, to 2,167.97. 
Falling stocks narrowly 
outpaced those that rose on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 928.8 
million shares compared with 
915.2 million shares traded at 
the same point Wednesday.

LONDON (Reuters) - Britain’s Queen 
Elizabeth stunned theater-goers in London 
this week when she and her husband slipped 
in to see a play unannounced and at the last 
minute, newspapers reported. 

The queen and Prince Philip apologetically 
squeezed past other theater-goers to get 
into their seats for the West End production 
of World War One play “War Horse” at the 
New London Theater. 

“The Queen and the Duke sat down as the 
lights dimmed and it was a huge shock 
when people realized who they were,” 
said a journalist at the show for The Lady 
magazine. “They were incredibly apologetic 
for asking people to let them past and there 


was no hubbub or fuss about it all.” 

The queen and her husband often make 
incognito trips to the West End, but are 
rarely spotted, an aide told London’s 
Evening Standard newspaper. 

“The Queen has regularly undertaken 
similar private visits throughout her reign 
without any fuss,” the aide said. “It allows 
her to live a bit more of a normal life.” 

The journalist from The Lady said the 
queen appeared to enjoy the performance, 
disappeared during the interval and then 
reappeared discreetly.

Mays’ family: Review finds no chronic cocaine use

TAMPA, Fla. - The family of TV pitchman 
Billy Mays released the findings of an 
independent medical examiner Thursday, 
who concluded that the informercial 
star’s cocaine use was not a significant 
contributing factor in his sudden death. 
The report, released by a family 
spokeswoman, does not refute Mays’ 
cocaine use, but states there is no evidence 
to suggest he was a chronic user. A review 
of the official autopsy also concludes that 
“cocaine was not a significant contributing 
factor” in his death. 

“There is no evidence that Mr. Mays’ 
death was related to acute cocaine 
intoxication with coronary artery spasm 


or dissection or even aortic dissection for 
that matter,” wrote Dr. William Manion, 
the independent medical examiner who 
conducted the review. “Rather, the use 
of cocaine by Mr. Mays appears to have 
occurred a remote time several days 
before his death.” 

Mays, 50, was found dead in his family’s 
Tampa condo in June. The Hillsborough 
County medical examiner’s office 
conducted the official autopsy. The office 
classified his death as “natural” but said 
that cocaine use contributed to the heart 
disease that killed him. Mays’ family 
disagreed with that finding. 

“We found this to be so upsetting that 
we asked for review by an independent 
medical examiner,” Deborah Mays, the 


late pitchman’s wife, said in a statement 
Thursday. 

Manion, chief of pathology for Virtua 
Health, a multi-hospital health care system 
based in Marlton, N.J., wrote that he was 
asked to review the official autopsy and 
address “the question of whether or not 
cocaine was a significant contributing 
cause” in Mays’ death. 

Manion said that a review of Mays’ past 
and family medical history indicated Mays 
had mild obesity, a history of smoking and 
two close relatives with heart conditions. 
“Family and friends found no evidence 
of symptoms or signs of chronic drug 
use as would be expected in a long-term 
chronic drug abuser,” Manion states in 
the reporQ

No Social Security COLA 
could prod $250 payments

WASHINGTON - Social Security recipients 
won’t get a cost-of-living increase next year for 
the first time in more than a third of a century, 
and that could boost President Barack Obama’s 
plan to send seniors another round of $250 
payments before the congressional elections. 
Democratic leaders in Congress have signed 
onto the plan, greatly improving its chances, 
even as some budget hawks say the payments 
are unwarranted and could add to the federal 
budget deficit. Republican leaders said they, 
too, favor the payments but don’t want to 
increase the deficit to pay for them. 

More than 50 million Social Security recipients 
will see no increase in their monthly payments 
next year, the government said Thursday, the 
first year without an increase since automatic 
adjustments were adopted in 1975. 

Blame it on falling consumer prices. By law, 
cost-of-living adjustments are pegged to 
inflation, which is negative this year because of 
lower energy costs. Social Security payments 
do not go down, even when prices drop. 

Social Security recipients at a senior center 
in Pembroke Pines, Fla., a suburb of Fort 
Lauderdale, took it in stride that come January 
they won’t see an increase in their benefits. 

“At my age, I’ve got a nice bedroom, I have 
clothes, I have anything I want, I got a walker, 


what else do I need?” said Marie Arrasate, 83, 
who ran a restaurant and candy shop with her 
husband in Washingtonville, N.Y., and now 
lives with her daughter in Pembroke Pines. 
“You have to make do with whatever you get. 
What are you gonna do? You can’t do nothing 
about it,” said Ed Nunez, 69, a retired truck 
driver from Miami. 

The White House said the stimulus payments 
would cost $13 billion, though a congressional 
estimate put the cost at $14 billion. Obama 
didn’t say how the payments should be financed, 
leaving that up to Congress. The president is 
open to borrowing the money, increasing the 
federal deficit, just as Congress did with the 
first round of stimulus payments. 

Government analysts have been forecasting 
for months that there would be no increase 
next year in monthly Social Security payments 
because of falling consumer prices. In 
anticipation of Thursday’s announcement, 
Obama said Wednesday he supported $250 
payments to about 57 million senior citizens, 
veterans, retired railroad workers and people 
with disabilities. 

Seniors groups applauded the proposal, saying 
the recession has reduced home values and 
diminished retirement funds. Recipients would 
be limited to one payment, even if they qualified 
in more than one category.

“Without relief, millions 
of older Americans will be 
unable to afford skyrocketing 
health care and prescription 
drug costs, as well as other 
basic necessities,” said Tom 
Nelson, chief operating officer 
for A ARP. 

The payments would match 
the ones issued to seniors 
earlier this year as part of 
the government’s economic 
recovery package. They would 


be equal to about a 2 percent 
increase for the average Social 
Security recipient. 

Social Security has been the 
backbone of the nation’s safety 
net for older Americans since 
it was enacted in the 1930s. 
Together with Medicare, the 
government health insurance 
program for the elderly, it 
helps keep millions of seniors 
out of poverty. 

The poverty rate for U.S. 
residents 65 and older is 
below the rates for other age 


groups and has been for much 
of the past two decades. In 
2008, the rate for seniors was 

9.7 percent, according to the 
Census Bureau. That same 
year it was 11.7 percent for 
18-to-64-year-olds and 19 
percent for minors. 

The average monthly Social 
Security payment for all 
recipients is $1,094. 

Some Social Security experts 
say recipients shouldn’t get a 
raise or an extra payment next 
year because their purchasing 
power has already increased 
with falling consumer prices. 
They note that Social Security 
payments increased by 5.8 
percent this year, the biggest 
rise since 1982, largely 
because of a spike in energy 
prices in 2008. 

Over the past 12 months, 
gasoline prices have fallen 

29.7 percent, and overall 
energy costs have decreased 
21.6 percent, the Labor 
Department said Thursday. 
Consumer prices in general 
have declined 2.1 percent 
since the third quarter of2008. 
The cost-of-living adjustment 


for Social Security, or COLA, 
is based on the change in 
consumer prices from the 
third quarter of one year to the 
next. 

“The real purchasing power of 
their benefits is actually higher 
today than it was last year,” 
said Andrew Biggs, a former 
deputy commissioner at the 
Social Security Administration 
and now a resident scholar 
at the American Enterprise 
Institute. 

“Nevertheless, there will be 
a big political price to pay if 
no COLA is granted,” Biggs 
said. 

Obama’s proposal has picked 
up support from key members 
of Congress, including Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., and House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif. House 
Republican leader John 
Boehner of Ohio said he 
wanted to use unspent funds 
from last year’s stimulus 
legislation to offset the cost. 
Advocates for seniors 
argue that they deserve a 
raise because they spend a 
disproportionate amount of 



their incomes on health care 
costs, which rise faster than 
other consumer prices. 

“Any senior living in the real 
world knows that the cost of 
living has gone up over the 
last year,” said Sen. Charles 
Schumer, D-N.Y. 

Obama’s plan also picked up 
an endorsement from Social 
Security Commissioner 

Michael J. Astrue, who was 
appointed to a six-year term 
by former President George 
W. Bush. 

The lack of a monthly increase 
in payments triggers several 
provisions in the law. Among 
them, the amount of wages 
subject to Social Security 
payroll taxes will remain 
unchanged. 

The first $106,800 of a 
worker’s earned income is 
currently subject to the tax. 
Also, Medicare Part B 
premiums for the vast majority 
of Social Security recipients 
will remain frozen at 2009 
levels. However, premiums 
for the Medicare prescription 
drug program, known as Part

Interracial couple denied marriage license in la

NEW ORLEANS - A Louisiana justice of 
the peace said he refused to issue a marriage 
license to an interracial couple out of concern 
for any children the couple might have. Keith 
Bardwell, justice of the peace in Tangipahoa 
Parish, says it is his experience that most 
interracial marriages do not last long. 

“I’m not a racist. I just don’t believe in 
mixing the races that way,” Bardwell told the 
Associated Press on Thursday. “I have piles 
and piles of black friends. They come to my 
home, I marry them, they use my bathroom. I 
treat them just like everyone else.” 

Bardwell said he asks everyone who calls 
about marriage if they are a mixed race couple. 
If they are, he does not marry them, he said. 
Bardwell said he has discussed the topic with 
blacks and whites, along with witnessing 
some interracial marriages. He came to the 
conclusion that most of black society does not 
readily accept offspring of such relationships, 
and neither does white society, he said. 

“There is a problem with both groups accepting 
a child from such a marriage,” Bardwell said. 
“I think those children suffer and I won’t help 
put them through it.” 

If he did an interracial marriage for one couple, 
he must do the same for all, he said. 

“I try to treat everyone equally,” he said. 
Bardwell estimates that he has refused to marry 
about four couples during his career, all in the 
past 2 1/2 years. 

Beth Humphrey, 30, and 32-year-old Terence 
McKay, both of Hammond, say they will 
consult the U.S. Justice Department about 
filing a discrimination complaint. 

Humphrey, an account manager for a marketing 
firm, said she and McKay, a welder, just 
returned to Louisiana. She is white and he is 


black. She plans to enroll in the University of 
New Orleans to pursue a masters degree in 
minority politics. 

“That was one thing that made this so 
unbelievable,” she said. “It’s not something 
you expect in this day and age.” 

Humphrey said she called Bardwell on Oct. 6 to 
inquire about getting a marriage license signed. 
She says Bardwell’s wife told her that Bardwell 
will not sign marriage licenses for interracial 
couples. Bardwell suggested the couple go to 
another justice of the peace in the parish who 
agreed to marry them. 

“We are looking forward to having children,” 
Humphrey said. “And all our friends and co¬ 
workers have been very supportive. Except for 
this, we’re typical happy newlyweds.” 

“It is really astonishing and disappointing to 
see this come up in 2009,” said American Civil 
Liberties Union of Louisiana attorney Katie 
Schwartzmann. She said the Supreme Court 
ruled in 1967 “that the government cannot tell 
people who they can and cannot marry.” 

The ACLU sent a letter to the Louisiana 
Judiciary Committee, which oversees the state 
justices of the peace, asking them to investigate 
Bardwell and recommending “the most severe 
sanctions available, because such blatant 
bigotry poses a substantial threat of serious 
harm to the administration of justice.” 

“He knew he was breaking the law, but 
continued to do it,” Schwartzmann said. 
According to the clerk of court’s office, 
application for a marriage license must be made 
three days before the ceremony because there 
is a 72-hour waiting period. The applicants are 
asked if they have previously been married. If 
so, they must show how the marriage ended, 
such as divorce. 

Other than that, all they need is a birth certificate 
and Social Security card. Q

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Republicans fail an Guantanamo transfers to U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
House Democrats on Thursday 
repelled a Republican effort 
to block transfer of the 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba 
detainees to the U.S., handing 
President Barack Obama a 
partial victory in his effort to 
close the prison. 

Instead, by a 224-193 vote, the 
House stood by a Democratic 
plan to allow suspected 
enemy combatants held at the 
controversial facility in Cuba 
to be shipped to U.S. soil — 
but only to be prosecuted for 
their suspected crimes. 

The Guantanamo restrictions 
were attached by House- 
Senate negotiators on a $42.8 
billion homeland security 
appropriations bill. The 
measure subsequently passed 
by a 307-114 vote. It next 
goes to the Senate for a final 
vote that could come as early 
as next week. 

President Barack Obama has 
ordered the facility closed in 
January but has yet to offer a 
plan to meet his deadline.

The homeland security bill 
requires the administration 
to develop a plan before 
any further transfers. And 
Congress has refused to give 
Obama any money required to 
close the facility. 

Still, the public is mixed at 
best on the idea of closing 
Guantanamo and transferring 
some of its prisoners to the 
U.S. Respondents to an 
AP/Gflc poll in June found 
Americans evenly divided on 
whether they support Obama’s 
decision to close Guantanamo. 
A Gallup poll taken around 
the same time — but with the 
question worded differently 
— found that respondents 
opposed closing Guantanamo 
by a 2-1 margin and rejected 
the idea of moving detainees to 
their states by a 4-1 margin. 
Several of the fiscal 2010 
funding bills contain varying 
restrictions on the transfer 
of Guantanamo detainees, 
reflecting widespread 

opposition among voters. 
The Senate-passed defense 
appropriations bill, for 
example, contains an 
outright ban on releasing 
Guantanamo detainees into 
the U.S., including for trial or 
incarceration. □

White House expects thousands on fall garden tours

WASHINGTON - Tens of thousands of people 
are expected to stream through the White House 
gates this weekend for a rare opportunity to see 
the fragrant roses, blue salvias and towering, 
decades-old trees that beautify the president’s 
back yard. 

Held twice a year, the fall White House Gardens 
and Grounds tours are set for Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Some 25,000 visitors are expected to absorb 
history with every step along the South Lawn’s 
circular driveway. 

The self-guided tours, about 30-45 minutes 
long, include the Jacqueline Kennedy Garden 
near the East Wing, also known as the first 
lady’s garden and the Rose Garden, on the 
opposite side and steps away from the Oval 
Office. 

Also on the tour is the Children’s Garden, a 
popular spot because of the footprints and 
handprints of presidential grandchildren — 


from President Lyndon B. Johnson to George 
H.W. Bush — that line its walkway. 

Guests can look up at the magnolia trees that 
towered over President Barack Obama’s recent 
“beer summit.” President Andrew Jackson had 
them planted in memory of his wife, Rachel, 
who died shortly before he took office in 
1829. 

At a patio table under a magnolia canopy is 
where Obama, Harvard scholar Henry Louis 
Gates Jr. and Cambridge, Mass., police Sgt. 
James Crowley shared a beer and small talk in 
July after the officer’s arrest of the professor 
sparked a national uproar over race relations in 
the U.S. 

Visitors also can read about first lady Michelle 
Obama’s produce garden. It is too far away to 
be part of the tour. 

“In the spaces between these colorful flower 
beds and in the shade of these majestic trees, 
world leaders have met, Easter eggs have been 
rolled and weddings celebrated,” Mrs. Obama 
says in the program. □

Sheriff Jim Alderman turned 
to reporters during a news 
conference and gave a thumbs 
up and said, “He’s at the 
house.” Alderden said an 
investigator on the scene saw 
the boy and he was fine, and 
had apparently been in the 
attic the whole time. 

The giant silvery helium 
balloon floated away from the 
family’s yard late Thursday 
morning, sparking a frantic 
rescue operation after the 
boy’s brother said he saw 6- 
year-old Falcon Heene get 
into the balloon. 

The flying saucer-like craft, 
shown live on television 
nationwide, tipped 

precariously at times before 
gliding to the ground in a 
field, the culmination of a two- 
hour, 50-mile (80-kilometer) 
journey through two counties. 
With the child nowhere in 
sight, investigators searched 
the balloon’s path. Several 
people reported seeing 
something fall from the craft 
while it was in the air, and 
yellow crime-scene tape was 
placed around the home. 

It was not clear why the boy’s 
brother reported seeing Falcon 
getting into the balloon. 

Kevin Kuretich, of the 
Colorado Division of 
Emergency Management, 
said the craft had some kind 
of electric power unit which 
was run by double-C batteries. 
He said the balloon did seem 
to be big enough to carry a 6- 
year-old. 

Jason Humbert saw the 
balloon land. He said he had 
gotten a call from his mother 
in Texas who told him about 
the balloon. He said he was 
in a field checking on an oil 
well when he found himself 
surrounded by police who 
had been chasing the balloon, 
which came to a rest 12 
miles northeast of Denver 
International Airport. 

“It looked like an alien 
spaceship you see in those 
old, old movies. You know, 
those black-and-white ones. 
I came down softly. I asked a 
police officer if the boy was 
OK and he said there was no 
one in it,” Humbert said. 
Neighbor Bob Licko, 65, said 
he was leaving home when 
he heard commotion in the 
backyard of the family. He said 
he saw two boys on the roof 


with a camera, commenting 
about their brother. 

“One of the boys yelled to me 
that his brother was way up in 
the air,” Licko said. 

Licko said the boy’s mother 
seemed distraught and that 
the boy’s father was running 
around the house. The Poudre 
School District in Fort Collins, 
where the boys attend, did not 
have classes for elementary 
schools Thursday because of 
a teacher work day. 

In a 2007 interview with 
The Denver Post, Richard 
Heene described becoming a 
storm chaser after a tornado 
ripped off a roof where he 
was working as a contractor 
and said he once flew a plane 
around Hurricane Wilma’s 
perimeter in 2005. 

Pursuing bad weather was 
a family activity with the 
children coming along as 
the father sought evidence to 
prove his theory that rotating 
storms create their own 
magnetic fields. 

Although Richard said he 
has no specialized training, 
they had a computer tracking 
system in their car and a 
special motorcycle. 

The Heene family appeared 
twice on the ABC reality show 
“Wife Swap,” most recently 
in March. 

“When the Heene family 
aren’t chasing storms, they 
devote their time to scientific 
experiments that include 
looking for extraterrestrials 
and building a research¬ 
gathering flying saucer to send 
into the eye of the storm,” it 
says. 

While the balloon was 
airborne, Colorado Army 


National Guard sent a UH- 
58 Kiowa helicopter and was 
preparing to send a Black 
Hawk UH-60 to try to rescue 
the boy, possibly by lowering 
someone to the balloon. They 
also were working with pilots 
of ultralight aircraft on the 
possibility of putting weights 
on the homemade craft to 
weigh it down. 

But the balloon landed on its 
own in a dirt field. Sheriff’s 
deputies secured it to keep it in 
place, even tossing shovelfuls 
of dirt on one edge. 

After the boy wasn’t found, a 
Kiowa helicopter was being 
equipped with an infrared 
camera to fly at 1,000 feet 
and help search the area 
where something reportedly 
fell from the balloon, Army 


National Guard Capt. Michael 
Odgers said. 

The episode led to a brief 
shutdown of northbound 
departures from one of the 
nation’s busiest airports, said 
a controller at the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s 
radar center in Longmont, 
Colorado. 

FAA canceled all northbound 
takeoffs for about 15 minutes 
Thursday afternoon, said Lyle 
Burrington, the National Air 
Traffic Controllers Association 
representative at the center. 
The balloon was about 15 
miles northwest of the airport 
at that time. 

Before the departure 
shutdown, controllers had 
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been vectoring planes taking 
off in that direction away from 
the balloon, Burrington said. 
Federal Aviation 

Administration spokeswoman 
Laura Brown said the agency 
tracked the balloon through 
reports from pilots. 

Neighbor Lisa Eklund 
described seeing the balloon 
pass. 

“We were sitting eating, out 
looking where they normally 
shoot off hot air balloons. 
My husband said he saw 
something. It went over our 
rooftop. Then we saw the big 
round balloonish thing, it was 
spinning,” she said. 

“By the time I saw it, it traveled 
pretty fast,” she said.Q 
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Reports: Russia warns U.S. on missile defense 



MOSCOW (AP) — A top 
Russian diplomat suggested 
Thursday that the U.S. should 
not talk with non-NATO 
nations about a prospective 
missile shield, Russian news 
agencies reported. 

Deputy Foreign Minister 


Sergei Ryabkov’s remarks 
appeared to reflect alarm over 
the idea that Western-leaning 
neighbors such as Ukraine or 
Georgia, Russia’s foe in a war 
last year, could potentially host 
U.S. missile defense facilities. 
Ryabkov said Russia is 


concerned about what he 
said were contacts between 
the U.S. and nations outside 
NATO on missile defense, 
state-run ITAR-Tass and RIA 
Novosti reported. 

President Barack Obama 
removed a major irritant in 


relations with Russia last 
month by scrapping U.S. plans 
to place interceptor missiles in 
Poland and a radar in the Czech 
Republic — deployments 
Russia treated as a threat. 

The Kremlin has praised 
Obama for the decision, but 
Russian officials have also 
said they want to know details 
about what system the U.S. 
will put in place instead. 
Ryabkov’s comments served 
as a warning that the United 
States should avoid taking 
steps that would threaten 
Russia or turning to its 
neighbors as potential partners 
in missile defense without 
consulting with Moscow. 

“We are experiencing the 
concerns that emerge when 
major questions of strategic 
stability should be considered 
in a partner-like manner,” he 
was quoted as saying. 

Russia and the U.S. have 
discussed cooperating on 


missile defense, and Ryabkov 
represented Russia in talks 
on the issue in Moscow on 
Monday ahead of Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s visit. Ryabkov did 
not name any specific nations 
as being in contact with the 
U.S. about missile defense, 
but he spoke in response to a 
question about Russian media 
reports suggesting the U.S. 
was in talks with Ukraine on 
the possibility of using its radar 
stations as part of a missile 
shield. The U.S. has not held 
negotiations with Ukraine 
regarding the use of Ukrainian 
radar stations, a U.S. Defense 
Department spokesman, Maj. 
Shawn Turner, said Thursday. 
Tensions over Georgia and 
uncertainty over the future of 
Ukraine, whose pro-Western 
president wants the country 
to join NATO, are hurdles in 
efforts by Russia and the U.S. 
to mend strained ties. □ 
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Protests evoke apartheid era in South Africa

STANDERTON, South Africa 
(AP) — Protesters barricaded 
a major highway with rocks 
and burning tires Thursday, 
clashing with police who 
fired on them with rubber 
bullets. Youths retaliated with 
slingshots and threw rocks. 
The protest evoked images 
from decades earlier, when 
township residents took to the 
streets to fight apartheid. Now 
the issue is the government’s 
failure to improve the lives 
of poor South African’s since 
democracy replaced legal 
racial separation. 

More than 150 people have 
been arrested this week in 
protests that have spread from 
Standerton, about 90 miles 
(150 kilometers) southeast of 
Johannesburg, to at least four 
other towns in eastern South 
Africa. 

On Thursday, a police vehicle 
was set alight by protesters near 
a stadium that will be used for 
next year’s World Cup in the 
provincial capital of Nelspruit, 
police spokeswoman Sibongile 


Nkosi said. And miles away in 
Diepsloot, a poor settlement 
north of Johannesburg, 19 
people were injured when 
police fired rubber bullets at 
protesters. 

Some people believe violent 
protests should be jettisoned in 
a developing democracy. Take 
Ellen Mgaga, an 18-year-old 
who should be preparing for 
high school final exams that 
start next week, but her school 
is closed because of protests 
in her town. 

“It’s been bad what they have 
been doing. How am I supposed 
to get an education?” Mgaga 
said as she stood in front of 
the blackened remains of the 
library in Sakhile township on 
the edge of Standerton. 

The protests have left residents 
too scared to leave their homes 
to go to work and nearby 
businesses have suffered. 
Government clinics have been 
closed for fear of staff being 
targeted, forcing mothers with 
sick children or ailing old men 
to walk miles. 

The residents of Sakhile accuse 
the mayor and her council of 


Men found guilty of 
Australian terror plot 

SYDNEY (AP)—F ive men were convicted Friday of plotting 
a terrorist attack by stockpiling bomb-making instructions 
and purchasing explosive chemicals in Australia’s largest 
terrorist conspiracy. 

A jury deliberated for a month before finding the men guilty 
of conspiring to commit acts in preparation for a terrorist 
attack. Each face a maximum sentence of life in prison. 
During the trial, which began in November 2008, prosecutor 
Richard Maidment told the jury in New South Wales state 
Supreme Court that the men planned to use explosive devices 
or firearm s to commit “extreme violence” in a bid to force 
Australia’s government to change its policy on Middle East 
conflicts. 

Justice Anthony Whealy restricted the media from publishing 
the men’s names on the Internet. 

The men were arrested in a series of raids on their homes in 
2005. Maidment said during the trial that the raids turned 
up bomb-making instructions and militant Islamist material 
— including footage of planes flying into the World Trade 
Center on Sept. 11, 2001, and images of beheadings. The 
prosecutor also said the men purchased explosive chemicals 
and guns between July 2004 and November 2005. 

The jury was also told one man participated in a terrorist- 
run paramilitary training camp in Pakistan, and three others 
attended similar camps in New South Wales to prepare for 
an attack. 

Whealy had instructed the jury to put aside any prejudices 
when coming to its verdict, and to remember the Muslim 
faith was not on trial. □

corruption and demand they 
resign. Most residents have 
water and electricity but point 
to the neglected sports field, 
dirt roads and shacks as signs 
of how little development 
there has been. 

Lebogang Ganye, 23, one of 
the many unemployed youths 
who have been involved in 
battles with police in Sakhile, 
said he voted for the African 
National Congress in April 
out of loyalty to the party that 
ended apartheid. 

“They promised us jobs, 
opportunities, abetter life. But 
according to us it’s a worse 
life,” he said. “We have to 
vandalize things to get them 
to act.” 

A decade and a half after the 
end of apartheid, many South 
Africans feel that they have 
not benefited from economic 
growth that has made many 
government and ANC officials 
rich. 

Jacob Zuma, a popular figure 
among the poor who won the 
presidency in the April vote, 
promised to speed up delivery 
of houses, clinics, schools, 
running water and electricity 
as well as create jobs. But 
he also has acknowledged 
the difficulties amid South 
Africa’s first recession in 
nearly two decades. 

“Without a shadow of a doubt 
the protests have got worse 
since the elections,” said 
Udesh Pillay, head of the 
Center for Service Delivery at 
the Human Sciences Research 
Council. 

“This will escalate and it will 


escalate fast.” 

Zuma, who paid a surprise 
visit in August to a town that 
saw earlier protests, has been 
responsive to concerns and 
is still held in high regard, 
but people have grown 
increasingly “suspicious and 
less enthused” about other 
party representatives, Pillay 
said. 

The protests are being fueled to 
a great extent by concerns over 
corruption and disengagement 
with local governments. 
Municipalities have long 
been South African’s weakest 
tier of government. Many 
local councils are financially 
strapped, mismanaged or 
riddled with corruption. 

They are also carry the greatest 
loads. Municipal managers are 
battling to overcome decades 
of apartheid planning that saw 
white suburbs well-serviced 
while black people lived in 
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abysmal conditions on the 
edges of towns and cities. 

The violence has also been 
blamed on politicking ahead 
of 2011 municipal elections. 
Others say it is the work of 
troublemakers. 

“This has nothing to do with 
service delivery. This is 
criminal,” said Chris Nkosi, 
a senior official from the 
district mayor’s office, as he 
surveyed the gutted municipal 
offices in Siyathuthuka, one 
of the eastern South African 
townships hit by protests this 
week. 

The building, its wooden 
beams turned to lumps of ash 
and its zinc ceiling twisted 
and peeling, was built in 1999. 
It housed a library, which had 
just received a new stock of 
books. 

“If you are crying for services, 
how can you do this?” Nkosi 
said. “It makes no sense. ”□

The dramatic escalation in 
violence appears to be an 
attempt by the Taliban- and al- 
Qaida-led insurgency to seize 
the initiative from the army and 
deliver a warning to the U.S.- 
backed civilian government: 
Attack us in South Waziristan 
and we will fight back in your 
cities. 

It also discredits Pakistani 
claims that the Taliban were 
on the ropes after this year’s 
military campaign in the Swat 
Valley and the killing of their 
leader, Baitullah Mehsud, in a 
U.S. airstrike in August. 

The United States wants 
Pakistan’s army to launch the 
operation in South Waziristan 
to root out militants who 
use the remote mountainous 
region as a base for attacks 
in Afghanistan, where the 
American war effort is faltering 
amid spiraling violence eight 
years after the invasion. 
Thursday’s assaults in Lahore 
added to a sense of crisis in this 
nuclear-armed country, now 
shaken by five major attacks 
by the Islamic extremists in 
the last 10 days that have 
killed more than 150 people 
— including a 22-hour siege 
of army headquarters over the 
weekend. 

At least 19 people were killed 
in the Lahore attacks, most 


of them security officers, 
along with nine heavily armed 
attackers. 

Gunmen in all three attacks 
carried dried fruit and 
apparently were preparing to 
dig in for a long siege, said 
Rana Sanaullah, the provincial 
law minister. 

“We are here to lay down 
our lives for Islam. Jihad 
will continue,” two attackers 
shouted before blowing 
themselves up, according to 
one police officer. Most of the 
militants detonated suicide 
belts after they were injured 
or cornered to avoid capture, 
witnesses said. 

One of the targets in Lahore 
was a training center for an 
elite police unit tasked with 
fighting militants. Many of 
the trainers there had received 
instruction from U.S. law 
enforcement officials under 
a little-publicized State 
Department program, officials 
said. 

Suspicion fell on the Pakistani 
Taliban but it made no public 
claim of responsibility. Geo 
TV reported on its Web site 
that that group had confessed, 
but did not attribute the 
information. 

Two officials said initial 
investigations showed Taliban 
from the Afghan border region 
and militants from the Punjab 
province were responsible. 


Such a link would be further 
evidence of increased 
coordination among militant 
groups, posing a new threat to 
the government. 

“This was a well-coordinated 
Taliban operation supported 
by local groups,” Umer Virk, 
the head of the Lahore anti¬ 
terrorist police, told The 
Associated Press. He said two 
of the militants appeared to be 
Uzbeks. 

Militants have now struck 
Lahore four times this year, 
including previous attacks on 
two of the compounds targeted 
Thursday. 

Lahore, some 350 miles from 
South Waziristan, is a bustling 
city known for its liberal arts 
scene. The city is home to many 
of the Pakistan’s political and 
military elite and is the capital 
of Pakistan’s most populated 
province, Punjab. 

The assaults began about 9 
a.m. when a gunman wearing 
civilian clothes and a suicide 
vest burst into the offices 
of the Federal Investigation 
Agency, the national law 
enforcement body, and began 
shooting, Sanaullah said. The 
attacker killed two men and 
four civilians, but was slain 
by guards before he could 
detonate his explosives. 

Soon after, four gunmen raided 
a police training school on the 
outskirts of the city, killing 11 


Expert: Husband was near victim in Bill scuba death

TORTOLA, British Virgin Islands (AP) — A 
Rhode Island man accused of killing his wife 
during a scuba dive was near her when she 
died, an expert testified Thursday, despite 
the defendant’s claim that the two went their 
separates ways underwater. 

Dr. Tom Neuman, an expert in diving deaths, 
said medical reports indicate that Shelley 
Tyre stopped breathing at a point in the dive 
when her husband, David Swain, could still 
have been nearby. 

Swain said he and his wife descended together 
and headed toward a wreck site off the British 
Virgin Islands and then parted ways. Swain 
later surfaced without his wife, and another 
diver found her body. 

Neuman testified it would have taken about 
seven minutes to reach the wreck site, and 
Tyre stopped breathing about eight minutes 
into the dive. 

A tom mask and a fin jammed into the sand 
near her body “bespeaks some sort of violent 
activity,” Neuman said. 

His testimony echoed that of Dr. Bmce Allen 
Hyma, chief pathologist at Schneider Hospital 
in the U.S. Virgin Islands. 


Hyma said the air in Tyre’s tank was not 
contaminated, and that she did not have any 
diseases or scuba-related illnesses. 

“This death is not a natural death. It is not a 
suicide. It is not an accident. It is a homicidal 
drowning,” Hyma said Wednesday. 

Swain has maintained his innocence, and 
defense lawyer Hayden St. Claire-Douglas 
alleged that Tyre, 46, was drinking the night 
before her death and that she panicked during 
the dive. 

Neuman rejected that explanation. 

“This is a pretty benign place to dive,” he 
said. 

“There is not a lot there that would cause a 
diver to panic.” 

Prosecutors allege that Swain, 53, killed his 
wife during a 1999 trip to the Caribbean to 
pursue another woman, Mary Besler. 

Experts have testified that they believe Swain 
wrestled Tyre from behind, tore off her mask 
and shut off her air supply. 

The death was mled an accidental drowning. 
But Swain was charged with murder after a 
jury found him responsible in 2006 following 
a civil trial. Swain was extradited to the 
British Virgin Islands in 2007 and has been 
in jail since.□ 




officers and recmits before 
police killed all the attackers. 
A third team then scaled 
the back wall of a police 
commando training center 
near the airport. The attackers 
stood on the roof of a house, 
shooting at security forces and 
throwing grenades, said Lt. 
Gen. Shafqat Ahmad, the top 
military officer in Lahore. 

The four assailants were killed, 
along with a police officer and 
a civilian, Sanaullah said. 

Virk said officers seized 27 
unexploded hand grenades, 50 
pounds of explosives and one 
light machine gun. 

Security officials said most 
of the gunmen were wearing 
suicide vests and blew 
themselves up when cornered. 
“They were not here to live. 
They were here to die,” said 
government official Sajjad 
Bhutta. “Each time they were 
injured, they blew themselves 
up,” he said. “They were well 
trained to the extent they could 
jump over the walls and shoot 
well.” 

The attacks may have 
been timed partly to take 
advantage of a rift between 
the government and the army 
over a $7.5 billion U.S. aid 
package intended to symbolize 
U.S. support for the country’s 
democratic transition after 
years of military rule, as well 
as its anti-terror fight. 

The army and opposition 
politicians say conditions 
attached to some of the military 
assistance constitute American 
meddling and threaten 
Pakistan’s sovereignty. The 
Pakistani government and the 
U.S. deny this. 

The outcry over the aid 
package is another headache 
for the Obama administration, 
which is reviewing Afghan 
strategy amid a resurgent 
Taliban, Afghan elections 


marred by large-scale fraud 
allegations and increasing 
doubts over how long to stay 
in the country. 

“Taliban forces operating 
inside Pakistan and across 
the border understand that 
international strategy at the 
moment is in disarray,” said 
Farzana Shaikh, assistant 
fellow at London think-tank 
Chatham House. 

“Militants groups inside 
Pakistan understand there is 
potentially a conflict building 
up between the military, 
the U.S. and the Pakistani 
government. Set this against 
anti-American feeling inside 
Pakistan, and the militants 
feel they have a mood they 
can exploit,” Shaikh said. 

The Taliban have claimed 
responsibility for a wave of 
major attacks that began with 
an Oct. 5 strike on the U.N. 
food agency in Islamabad and 
included a siege of the army’s 
headquarters in the garrison 
city of Rawalpindi that left 23 
people dead. 

President Asif Ali Zardari 
said the bloodshed over the 
past two weeks would not 
deter the government from its 
mission to eliminate violent 
extremists. 

“The enemy has started 
a guerrilla war,” Interior 
Minister Rehman Malik said. 
“The whole nation should be 
united against these handful of 
terrorists, and God willing we 
will defeat them.” 

The Pakistani army has given 
no time frame for its expected 
offensive in the South 
Waziristan tribal region. It 
has reportedly already sent 
two divisions totaling 28,000 
men and blockaded the area. 
Analysts say that with winter 
approaching, any push would 
likely have to begin soon to be 
successful. □

WARSAW, Poland (AP) 
— To try to reach young 
people around the world, 
the memorial museum at 
Auschwitz has launched a 
page on Facebook, the social 
networking site usually home 
to news and photos about 
friends, funny videos and the 
minutiae of modern life. 

The page aims to be a forum 
for discussion, reflection 
and learning about the Nazi 
death camp, and many people 
have left a simple message in 
English, Hebrew and Polish: 
“Never again.” 

Since opening this week, 
the page has drawn more 
than 1,800 “fans,” who have 
subscribed, and the number 
is growing by the hour. About 
1,000 signed up on Thursday 
alone. 

Pawel Sawicki, a spokesman 
for the Auschwitz memorial, 
said the museum viewed its 
venture onto the popular site 
as “kind of an experiment.” 
“Facebook is the tool that 
young people are using to 
communicate, so if we want 
to reach them, we should be 
using their tool,” Sawicki told 
The Associated Press. 

The attention that the page has 
generated took the museum by 
surprise. 

“We were expecting large 
interest, but not so soon,” 
Sawicki said. 

Other organizations that 
deal with the legacy of the 
Holocaust already have 
ventured onto Facebook. The 
Simon Wiesenthal Center 
counts more than 2,000 “fans” 
on its site and also has used 
Twitter. 

The U.S. Holocaust Memorial 
Museum launched its 
Facebook page in 2008 and has 
more than 5,500 fans. It also is 
on Twitter and YouTube. 
“Facebook is just another way 
to reach people,” said David 
Kievan, the education manager 
for technology and distance 
learning at the Washington 
museum. “Just like museums 
often hold programs in coffee 
shops or other places in their 
local communities, this is 


where people gather — they 
gather on Facebook.” 
EfraimZuroffofthe Wiesenthal 
Center in Jerusalem said the 
idea of using the Internet is “to 
reach out to as many people as 
possible.” 

Although the Web is also 
rife with far-right sites that 
attempt to distort or deny the 
Holocaust, Zuroff said that 
was no reason for others to 
dismiss using it. 

“The vehicle depends on 
the content,” he said. “If 
the content is helpful, if the 
content is educational, there’s 
no reason not to use the 
vehicle.” 

There’s been no suggestion that 
Facebook is an inappropriate 
place to discuss the Holocaust 
and Auschwitz, a potent 
symbol of Nazi Germany’s 
attempt to eliminate European 
Jewry. 

“I don’t think Facebook is the 
worst place for education, and 
let’s be honest—the world has 
changed,” said Piotr Kadlcik, 
the head of Poland’s Jewish 
community. 

“Facebook can be such a 
place, and I don’t see anything 
dangerous or wrong about the 
Auschwitz museum having a 
profile on it.” 

Facebook turned five years old 
this year and has more than 
175 million users worldwide. 
There are scores of Facebook 
groups dedicated to Auschwitz 
started by individuals, but the 
page — found by searching 
the site with the keywords 
“Auschwitz Memorial” — 
allows people to take part in 
discussions moderated by the 
memorial’s staff. 

So far, the site has seen no 
postings by Holocaust deniers, 
Sawicki said. If they do show 
up, they will be removed 
quickly, he said, adding that 
engaging such people in 
dialogue is “a waste of time.” 
“I think we have more 
important things to do than try 
to convince a very small group 
of people” that the Holocaust 
happened, he said. 

The Facebook venture is not the 
museum’s first attempt to take 
advantage of new technologies 
to reach a broader audience. It 


launched a Polish-language 
channel on YouTube in 2008 
and an English-language page 
two months ago. Some 22,000 
people have viewed the video 
so far. 

“You can see that although 
many years have passed 
since the Holocaust, this is 
still an important reference 
point for people and that 
each generation has its own 
thoughts and reflections on 
it,” Sawicki said. 

Between 1940-45, some 
1 million people, mostly 
Jews, were killed or died of 
starvation, disease and forced 
labor at the camp, which 
the Nazis built in occupied 
Poland. Sawicki said the

memorial’s 1 million annual 
visitors are primarily students 
and other young people.

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Honduras, on busca acuerdo 
final sobre futuro Zelaya 


TEGUCIGALPA (Reuters) - 
Un acuerdo final para superar 
la crisis de Honduras desatada 
por el golpe de Estado 
estaba en suspenso el jueves, 
mientras los negociadores 
trataban de definir el espinoso 
tema del eventual retomo 
al poder del derrocado lider 
Manuel Zelaya. 

Los representantes del 
Gobiemo de facto y del 
depuesto mandatario estaban 
confiados en que la salida a 
la crisis, que divide al pais, 
se encontraba a la vuelta de la 
esquina tras haber alcanzado 
el miercoles un acuerdo 
preliminar sobre siete de los 
ocho puntos del pacto. 

Pero sobre el punto medular 
del acuerdo, el regreso de 
Zelaya al poder despues 
de haber sido depuesto por 
militares el 28 de junio, las 
posiciones seguian divididas. 
A pesar de que un asesor del 
depuesto mandatario dijo 
que se habia alcanzado el 
miercoles un consenso total en 
el texto del acuerdo, el equipo 
negociador del presidente 
de facto Roberto Micheletti 
sostiene que todavia no se ha 
llegado a coincidencia sobre 
el retorno de Zelaya al poder. 
Sinembargo,losrepresentantes 
parecian hacer esfiierzos por 
llegar a un acuerdo. En un 
receso, los negociadores de 
Zelaya partieron el jueves por

“Vamos a retomar otra vez la 
mesa de las negociaciones (...)

Zelaya, desde la embajada de 
Brasil en Tegucigalpa, donde 
el lider esta refugiado. 

Zelaya fue derrocado y 
expulsado del pais a punta 
de rifle bajo el argumento de 
haber violado la Constitucion 
con sus intentos de convocar 


a un referendum para reformar 
la carta magna a fin de allanar 
camino para la reeleccion 
presidencial, una consulta que 
habia sido prohibida por la 
justicia. 

Despues de infructuosas 
negociaciones diplomaticas 
en Costa Rica, Zelaya volvio 


clandestinamente a su pais 
y se refugio en la embajada 
brasilena, que esta cercada por 
decenas de militares y policias 
con ordenes de arrestarlo. 

Sin embargo, desde hace una 
semana, con la mediacion de 
la Organizacion de Estados 
Americanos (OEA) las partes 


se volvieron a sentar a la 
mesa de dialogo, aunque la 
restitucion de Zelaya antes 
de las elecciones del 29 de 
noviembre sigue siendo la 
manzana de la discordia 
de las negociaciones. “No 
hay absolutamente ninguna 
propuesta definitiva, hay una 
serie de propuestas que se 
estan discutiendo (...) no hay 
ningun rompimiento de las 
negociaciones”, dijo a Reuters 
la negociadora Vilma Morales, 
del equipo del Gobiemo de 
facto. Micheletti ha dicho que 
Zelaya debe rendir cuentas 
ante la justicia por violar la 
Constitucion y que es la Corte 
Suprema quien tiene que 
decidir si se restituye al lider 
derrocado en el poder. 
“Mantenemos firmes en el 
reclamo de la restitucion al 
poder del presidente Manuel 
Zelaya tal como se establece 
en el acuerdo de San Jose 
respaldado por la comunidad 
internacional”, dijo a 
periodistas Mayra Mejia, 
negociadora del equipo de 
Zelaya, antes de entrar a la 
reunion el jueves.□ 


Huelga contra despidos perturba 
capital de Puerto Rico 

SAN JUAN (Reuters) - Trabajadores publicos de Puerto Rico 
protestaron el jueves por los despidos en instituciones del 
Gobiemo causando interrupciones en los servicios de algunas 
agencias oficiales, comercios y escuelas. 

Los sindicatos de trabaj adores del territorio estadounidense en 
las islas caribenas llamaron a un paro de 24 horas para protestar 
por el despido de miles de trabaj adores del Gobierno, que trata 
de contraer un deficit presupuestario de 3.200 millones de 
dolares. El gobemador Luis Fortuno, que el mes pasado anuncio 
el despido de 17.000 trabajadores publicos, pidio calma y dijo 
que los despidos eran necesarios para evitar un descenso mayor 
en la calificacion crediticia de la isla. 

“Nadie apoya los despidos, pero no habia otra opcion”, dijo a 
la prensa local. Mas de 4.000 trabajadores fueron despedidos 
en junio. La tasa de desempleo en Puerto Rico estaba en 
15,8 por ciento en agosto, mas alta que en cualquier estado 
estadounidense. □

este jueves una rapida investigacion. 

“He pedido una investigacion y si hay 
alguien a quien sancionar se sancionara”, 
dijo el ministro de Justicia, Aurelio Pastor, 
quien descarto que pueda existir un peligro 
de fuga del ex mandatario de 71 anos. “No 
hay absolutamente peligro de fuga”, afirmo. 
Las imagenes fueron difundidas por el 
programa de television Prensa Libre de 
America Television la noche del miercoles 
y publicadas este jueves por el diario La 
Republica. 

El ministerio del Interior dispuso en un 
comunicado que la Policia Nacional “realice 
una exhaustiva investigacion sobre la 
actuacion” del coronel German Flores, jefe 
de la sede de la Direccion de Operaciones 
Especiales de la Policia, donde esta preso el 


ex gobernante. 

En las dos fotos, se ve al oficial Flores 
acompanando a Fujimori, quien esta vestido 
con campera y gorra, y con las manos en 
los bolsillos. El abogado Cesar Nakazaki, 
defensor del ex presidente, senalo que 
las autoridades penitenciarias no han 
reportado ninguna irregularidad y nego que 
su patrocinado estuviera en una “carcel 
dorada”. 

Gloria Cano, abogada de victimas de 
violaciones a los derechos humanos que 
motivaron la condena al ex mandatario, 
estimo que si Fujimori ha salido fuera del 
area que se le ha asignado ha violado el 
regimen penitenciario. 

El ex mandatario cumple una sentencia de 25 
anos de carcel por la matanza de 25 personas 
durante su gobierno (1990-2000) durante 
la guerra interna contra la guerrilla maoista 
Sendero Luminoso. Esa condena esta en 
apelacion en la Corte Suprema, que debe dar 
su palabra final en los proximos meses.Q 
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
